SENATE. 


THIRTIETH DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


Monpbay, Jan. 12, 1874. 

‘The Senate met at 12 o’clock, Lieut. 
Governor Brogden in the Chair. 

The roll was called and only twen- 
ty-five members responded to their 
names as follows: 

Messrs. Allen, Avera, Cramer, Cun- 
ningham, Dunham, Ellis, of Colum- 
bus, Flemming, Harris, Humphrey, 
King, Mabson, McCabe, McCauley, 
Merrimon, Morehead, of Guilford, 
Morehead, of Rockingham, Murray, 
Nicholson, Powell, Price, Seymour, 
Stafford, Waring, Welch and Worth. 

Mr. Worth stated there were other 
members of the Senate in the city, 
and, on his motion, a recess of ten 
minutes was taken, and the door- 
keeper was ordered to go out and look 
up absent Senators. 

Mr. Norwood pppoane’ in the Hall, 
and, answering to his name, the busi- 
ness of the Senate commenced. 

The President on declaring the 
Senate open for the transaction of 
business said: 

SENATORS :—You have again as- 
sembled as a legislative body, to at- 
tend to the public interests, and to 
enact such laws as you may deem 
necessary andexpedient. 

It is a part of your businessto make 
the necessary provision for the sup-— 
port of Insane Asylum, the Institu- 
tion for the Deaf and Dumb and the 
Blind, and also for the Penitentiary. 
I believe they are as well managed at 
present asthey ever have been, and 
that the efficient, polite and accom- 


plished Superintendents of these 
charitable institutions employ the 


meaus at their command. to promote 
the wel‘are and happiness of those 
under their care and control. 

In revising our revenue law, you 
will bear in mind that our Constitu- 
tion provides that “‘lawsshall be pass- 
ed taxing, by uniform rule,all monies, 
credits, investments in bonds, stocks, 
joint-stock companies or otherwise, 
and also all real and per- 
sonal property, accordIng to its true 
value in money.”’ 

It provides that, “The General As- 
sembly may also tax trades, profes- 
sions, franchises and incomes,’’ and 
thatit ‘shall levy a capitation tax on 
every male inhabitant of the State 
over twenty-one and under = fifty 
vears of age, which shall be equal on 
each to the tax on property valued 
at three hundred dollars in cash,’’ 

Our free public schoolsystem needs 
some improvement by which it may 
be made more beneficial and useful 
to those for whom free schools are 
established. 

The main impediment to the suc- 
cess and prosperity of our free schools, 
at present, isthe need of more money 
for their necessary support. 

A due regard to the financial con- 
dition of the State would seem to 
suggest the practice of economy in 
your legislation. 

In my opinion, as a general 
rule, special and class legislation 
should be avoided as far as possi- 
ble. <All unjust discriminations 
against the farming interests should 
be prevented, and all men should 
have equal and exact justice. In 
passing acts, creating corporations, 
whose main objects are gain and profit, 
regulations and provisions should be 
inserted in them providing that the 
people may be protected from loss 
through mismanagement and fraud. 
It is the paramount purpose of wise 
legislation to guard and protect the 
rights and interests of the people. 
May your legislation, Senators, be 
just, wise and judicious, and calcu- 
lated to foster and encourage honest 
industry and labor, and to promote 
and protect the agricultural, mechan- 
ical, manufacturing and commercial 
interests of all our people. May you 
sink and efface party differences in 
laudable and patriotic efforts to pro- 
mote the public good and to main- 
tain and preserve the honor and credit 
of North Carolina. 

The difticulties which existed be- 
tween the United States and Spain, 
when you assembled here in session 
in November last, have been honora- 
bly settled, and the desolations of 
war avoided ; and let us hope that all 
future national difficulties may be 
peaceably settled by negotiation. 

We have abundant cause for sincere 
and grateful thanks to Almighty God 
for his kind and a merciful preserva- 
tion of our health and lives thus far 
during our present term of service. 

And now, Senators, may a spirit of 
eongord and harmony prevail and 
preside in all your deliberations, and 
may your legislation redound to the 
prosperity and happiness of the peo- 
ple. 

The Journal of the 22nd of Decem- 
ber, was read and approved. 

Mr. Cunningham stated that the 
Principal Clerk of the Senate was de- 
tained in his room on account of 
sickness. 

The chair announced the following 
committee on the Price and Sale of 
Battle’s Revisal: Messrs. Ellis, of 
Columbus, Seymour and Morehead, 
of Guilford. 


Introduction of Bills and Petitions. 


By Mabson, col., a petition from 
citizens of New Hanover, protesting 
avainst the passage of a bill dividing 
the county of New Hanover for the 
purpose of forming a new county. 
Referred. 

By Mr. Morehead of Guilford, a 
bill toamend an act to amend the 
eharter of the North Carolina Rail- 
road, passed the 21st of December, 

Mr. Morehead stated that his bill 
only proposed to correct a clerical 
error in the bill as passed, and that 
this was the only means of correcting 
the error as the bill had become a 
law, &e. 

The motion of Mr. Morehead, of 
Guilford, to suspend the rules to put 
the bill on its passage was olijente’d to 
by Mr. Allen, as he doubted the le- 
gality of this body to amend or alter 
a bill passed at the present session, 
or as a doubt existed in his mind on 
the subject he preferred its postpone- 
ment, in order to satisfy himself. 

Messrs. Morehead, of Guilford, 
Merrimon, Dunham and Fleming 
differed with Mr. Allen. 

Mr. Seymour thought the objec- 
tion of Mr. Allen well founded, ete. 

Mr. Allen was not satisfied posi- 
tively, and had no great deal of confi- 


eae in his position, but only de- 


sired its deferment in order to post 
himself. 

Mr. Morehead, of Guilford, was 
willing that the bill should go to the 
Calendar, provided it came up in 
the morning. ‘That course was taken. 

Mr. Avera desired to exhonorate 
the Enrolling Clerk for any negli- 
gence in the matter, and made a sat- 
islactory statement to that effect. 


Miscellaneous. 


On motion of Mr. Avera, his bill 
providing that a duplicate amount be 
given by the State to the Oxford Or- 
phan Asylum, of that given by pri- 
vate individuals, be placed on the 
calender and the bill be printed. 

At1lo’clock the Senate agreed to 
adjourn till to-morrow at 11 o’clock.

City Debt. 
Editors of the News: 


I have read with care the com- 
munication of K. P. Battle, Esq., re- 
specting the city finances. I do not 
doubt that he has fully discharged his 
duties as *‘Commissioner of the Sink- 
ing Fund of Raleigh.’’ He puts the 
debt in two classes : 

1. ‘*The Market House debt’’ alias 
“Sinking Fund debt of $50,000.’ 

2. The ‘‘floating debt,”’ which con- 
sists partly of ‘‘City warrants’’ and 

artly ‘‘in one, two and three year 
onds issued to take up city war- 
rants.”? 

Mr. Battle might have added 
another class, which is of considera- 
ble magnitude, to-wit: bonds origi- 
nally issued without coupons, and 
bonds issued with coupons, all of 
which coupons have been cut off and 
paid, leaving the bonds themselves 
unpaid. In the judgment of many, 
the financial management of the city 
must be improved, else its prosperity 
and credit will be irretrievably 
damaged. 

It is well known that the yaluation 
by the city authorities of city real 
estate, for the purpose of city taxa- 
tion, is far beyond the comparative 
valuation of similar property in the 
country. Thishigh valuation by the 
city is made in order to enhance the 
city tax. 

This strained valuation is adopted 
by the State and county authorities, 
for State and county purposes. And 
thus, by reason of the heavy debt of 
the city, the taxes of the real estate 
owners in the city are levied on this 
high valuation; first, for the city ; 
secondly, tor the State, and thirdly, 
for the county. 

And this extraordinary valuation 
enters into the levy of every special 
tax, for the penitentiary, for the 
asylums, «&c.; and willalso enter into 
the levies for special tax bonds; (if 
that tax should be ever enforced.) 

Itis essential that the debt of the 
city should be made Known. It is 
the prevailing impression that no 
efficient means have been provided 
whereby it may be ascertained from 
books, either in the issue of bonds or 
city warrants. I would be pleased to 
see a plan adopted at once. Let the 
commissioners appoint a committee 
of reliable and business citizens to 
ascertain it by inviting all bond- 
holders and other creditors to present 
thelr bunds for registration; an 
their warrants and other evidences of 
debt for certification and registra- 
tion. 

I fear that Mr. Battle’s estimate of 
the floating debt at $60,900 is below 
its real amount.

members to the House. 

In a number of thenew counties 
already formed, we understand that 
no courthouses or jails have been 
erected, and the people are opposed 
to being taxed for the purpose of 
building them. The Courts ate held 
in some instances in cabins or out- 
houses, and great inconvenience and 
embarrassment are occasioned by the 
want of suitable public buildings. 
There are various expenses incident 
to the formation of new counties 
which are not taken into considera- 
tion by some persons who so clamor- 
rously advocate them, and after they 
have carried the measure through, 
neglect to make any provisions for 
the maintenance of the rights and 
privileges of the counties so formed. 

We trust the Legislature will con- 
sider carefully before it enacts any 
more bills for the formation of new 
counties in any section of the State. 
Surely ninety-three counties are 
cnough for our present population, 
It will be more becoming in us, by 
a course of wise legislation, to fill up 
with immigrants the counties we 
already have than to add new ones, 
and thus entail additional expense 
without any corresponding benefit.

We think it is about time for the 
Legislature to put astop to the forina- 
tion of new counties. There secms to 
be an unaccountable mania in some 
sections on the subject. 

Thereare now ninety-three counties 
in North Carolina, and the increase 


'in the number of counties Keeps rap- 
| idly and disproportionately in  ad- 
vance of the increase of population. 
The Constitution provides that the 
House of Representatives shall be 
composed of one hundred and twen- 
ty Representatives, chosen biennially 
by ballot, to beelected by the eoun- 
lies respectively, according to their 
population. Each county shall have 
at least one Representative, although 
it may not contain the requisite ra- 
tio of representation. The General 


portionment; and in making the 
apportionment for the House, the 
ratio of representation is ascertained 
by dividing the amouut of the popu- 
lation of the State, ‘‘exclusive of that 
comprehended within these counties, 
which do not severally contain the 


the population of the State, by the 
number of Representatives, less the 
number assigned to each county. To 
rach county containing the said ratio, 
wnd not twice the said ratio, there 
shall be assigned one Representative; 
to each county containing twice, but 
not three times the said ratio, there 
shall be assigned two Representa- 
tives, and so on progressingly.”’ 


Taking the census of 1870 asa basis 
of calculation, we had in that yeafa 
voting population, including whites 
and blacks, of two hundred and four- 
teen thousand, one hundred and for- 
ty-two. Dividing this number by the 
number of Representatives in the 
House, one hundred and twenty, we 
find that the average number of vo-~ 
ters to each Representative is seven- 
teen hundred and eighty-four. N ow, 
if we examine the number of voters 
in some of the new counties, we find 
that a large majority of them do not 
contain anything like the voting pop- 
ulation required on the average fora 
Representative in the House. For 
instanee, Pamlico and Dare in the 
Kast, do not together contain enough 
voters for one Representative; the 
former having eight hundredand four, 
and the latter six hundred and forty- 
seven voters, making a total for the 
two counties of fourteen hundred and 
fifty-one votes, or three hundred and 
thirty-three less than required by the 
average for each county. Again, if 
we take the new counties of Swain 
und Clay in the West, the dispropor- 
tion will be still more apparent. 
Swain cast only three hundred and 
Sixty-one votes in the election for 
Governor in 1872—its voting popula 
tion is not put down in the Census , 
while Clay could boast in 1870 of only 
four hundred and ninety-nine voters 
in all. So that Clay and Swain com- 
bined do not contain one-half of the 
average voling population required 
for a Representative. But still these 
counties are each entitled under the 
Constitution toone Representative,re- 
gardless of the fact that they contain 
ess than the ratio of representation.

Salaries Reduced— 
Pay Question—

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—-SENATE 
Conkling introduced, a substitute 
fot the Salary Bill which passed the 
House, and it was agreed to. The 
substitute repeals the act of March 
last, so faras it increaes all salaries 
except those of the President of the 
United Statas and the Justices of the 
Supreme Court, and fixes all salaries 
with the exception above named, the 
same as they were prior to March last. 
All back pay not drawn or returned 
is declared to be covered into the 
treasury of the United States. The 
bill now goes back to the House for 
the concurrence of that body. 

House.—Among the bills passed 
was ove establishing polytechnic 
schools in every county of the States 
and territories, regulating the seizure 
of books, papers and revenue Cases, 
and further insuring the safety of 
lives on railroads, repealing internal 
taxes on tobaeco, aud making treas- 
urv notes a legal tender for custois. 
It involves the issue of three hundred 
and sixty-five bonds and the use of 
forty million reserve, transferring to 
the Courtof Claims all property taken 
after April, 

The motion made by Kelly, of 
Pennsylvania, before the holidays, to 
suspend the rules and adopt a resolu- 
tion declaring it to be the sense of the 
House that the taxes siiali not be in- 
creased, but that the exiraocdinary 
means, if any be required for the 
support of the Government, shall be 
obtained by a temporary loan or loans 
bearing low rate of interest 1 cur- 
rency and redeemable in United 
States notes, c2me up for action, 

Tweed, of New York, suggested a 
resolution, and to 
have the House to pass afiirmatively 
ou the first part and to postpone a 
decision on the second part. 

Kelly objected, and called for a 
vote by yeas and nays. 

Potter, of New York, suggested 
that the political conundrum be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ways and 
Means. 

Beck, of Kentucky, wanted to stop 
this humbug if he could, and moved 
an adjournment. The House refused 
to adjourn. 

Schofield,of Pennsylvania, suggest- 
ed to his colleague to modify the res- 
olution by requiring that the deficien- 
ey shall be made up by retrenchment 
and economy. 

Kelly wanted a vote on the resolu- 
tion as submitted by himself, and 
not on the resolution of other mem- 
bers. Tbe vote was taken, and the 
House refused to suspend the rules; 
yeas 155, mays 82, less than two-thirds 
in the aitirmative. 

Mr. Hurlbert, of Hllinois, intro- 
duced a bill chartering a double 
track railway from tide wateron the 
Atlantie to the Missouri river, and to 
limit the freights thereon. Referred 
to committee on railways and canals. 

Mr. Holman, of Indiana, moyed to 
suspend the rulesand adopt a resolu- 
tion declaring that in the judgment 
of the House there is ho necessity to 
increase taxation or to increase the 
publie debt by a further loan if there 
shall be economy in the public ex- 
penditures, and that in view of the 
condition of the national finances the 
House will reduce the appropriations 
and the publle expenditures to the 
lowest point consistent with the 
proper administration of the public 
affairs. ‘The rules were suspended 
and the resolution was adopted. Yeas 
221, nays 3. 

Hawley, of Connecticut, moved to 
suspend the rules and adopt a resolu- 
tion declaring it to be the sense ofthe 
House that the expenditures of the 
nation can be and should be so re- 
duced and so regulated that they can 
be met by existing taxes, and that in 
no event Should there be an increase 
of either interest bearing, or non-in- 
terest bearing Obligations of the Gov- 
ernment. The motion was agreed to 
without the yeas and nays, and amid 
some laughter and applause. 

SUPREME CourRt.—Miller vs. Moses 
ef al., from the Supreme Court of Ap- 
peals of Virginia. The Supreme 
Court of the United States hold that 
a writ of error from this Court to re- 
view the judgment of a State Court 
must be issued to the highest Court 
of the State in which a decision of 
the case could be had. even if that 
C‘ourt be an inferior Court of the 
State. Accordingly, where a Circuit 
Court of Virginia had jurisdiction to 
decide a case* finally, the Court of 
Appeals of thatState not having juris 
diction to review the decision by 
reason of the amount in controversy 
being under five hundred dollars. <A 
writ of error from this Court, issued 
If allowable at all, the writ should 
have been issued to the Circuit Court. 
tothe Court of Appeals, was dissmised.
